“Our government has never con- 
ceded the right to the holder of stiver 
dollars to demand from the treasury 
gold therefor, nor to the holder of 
gold to demand silver dollars therefor. 
Such demands always have been re- 
fused at the treasury. It is the notes 
and bonds of the government that are 
payable either gold or silver at the 
option the hol 


given: 

“Firet—it will require a large in- 
crease of the reserve of the 
treasury, as, if the obligations upon a 
reserve are increased, the reserve 
should be correspondingly enlarged. 
If it require $150,000.000 of gold to act 
as a reserve for the redempion of 
$346,000,000 of United States notes 
called greenbacks and $40,283.086 of 
treasury issued under the Sher- 
man act, will it not take at least $300,- 
000,000 in gold to act as a reserve when 
the $530,739,617 of silver dollars and 
silver certificates are made @ direct 


upon that reserve? 

“Becond—It will create a new endless 
chain upon the gold reserve of the 
treasury, and thereby plunge the gov- 
ernment into the banking business.
